With the whole provincial 
cabinet busy with preparations 
to meet the King in the official 
ceremonies and dinner in Ed¬ 
monton this Friday, govern¬ 
ment affairs otherwise have 
been quiet during the past few 
day3 in Alberta. Hon. N. E. 
Tanner, minister of Landg and 
Mines, is not expected to get 
Lack in time to be presented to 
Their Majesties and dine with 
them, but is due back next Mon < 
day (June 5) irom his lengthy 
and enjoyable trip too England, 
as guests of Alberta taxpayers, 
on “official business.” There has ( 
been n 0 indication that he and 
others who accompanied him on 
the expedition to England (Mrs. 
Tanner was along too) had 
much success in their ostensible 
quest to interest British capital < 
in the Alberta oil industry, par¬ 
ticularly for a pipeline to the 
Great Lakes or the coast. 

Any such success for the ex¬ 
pensive delegation was not to 
be exacted in view of th e gov¬ 
ernment attitude toward inves¬ 
tors in Alberta, and in view of 
th e interim report brought cut 
a whil« ago by the government 
appointed commission inquiring 
into the oil industry. Concern¬ 
ing it, “The Flare,” ’’Turner 
Valley newspaper said the other 
day: “The commission consid¬ 
ered that no other pipeline 
would l>e built from Turner Val¬ 
ley. , . , The report should save 
millions of dollars to any be¬ 
fuddled capitalists that the gov^ 
ernment representatives may 
have Inveigled Into Investing in 
a pipeline. The report would re 
veal in detail how long they 
might expect to make money, 

S me might And a great deal of 
pent-up vengeance in th e report 
Ciunning for large corporations 
has become a popular indoor 
sport in thi g province. Banks, 
insurance and mortgage com¬ 
panies hav e all been pot-hunted 
until they are gun-shy. Major 
concerns,* because they are ma¬ 
jor concerns, are fai r bait for 

a Homan circug." 

But thes e major concerns 
still will get along, the paper 
added; the Alberta oil industry 
is where it is today because 
someono raked up th e money to 
replace horses with a pipeline, 
The fault is that it proved good 
judgment, “and incidentally pro 
vided the on e great service with 
out which Turner Valley would 
not b e where it is today. Bene¬ 
fits of any commission have yet 
to b G written large in history, 
ready been clocked 24 hours a 
day for years before imported 
experts were known in this 
province.” 

Meantime, the exceedingly 
expensive commission continues 
to pile up documents and costs 
in Calgary.

Premier Aberhart denied flat¬ 
ly last weqk that his govern¬ 
ment has retained W. 1) Iferr- 
idge professionally as a lawyer, 
and presumably at a fee, to pe- 
tition the Dominion Board of 
Transport commissioners uf 
Ottawo for revised freight rates 
on oil from Turner Valley. The 
Premier denied that the govern 
ment has engaged or instructed 
in any way Mr. Ilerridge, who 
incidentally is the leader of the 
“New Democracy” party to 
which Mr. Aberhart has hinted 
Re might throw Social Credit 
support. 

Apart from any political ar¬ 
rangements which may be made 
between Messrs. Aberhart and 
Herridge for Federal election 
campaigning, some develop¬ 
ments in Ottawa recently, par¬ 
ticularly in the banking and 
commerce committee of the Com 
mons, have held interest for Al¬ 
berta in view of approaching 
Provincial and Federal elections. 

One of the most interesting 
points was the wide split which 
has developed between C.C.F. 
and Social Credit groups regard 
ing monetary reform. For the 
C.C.F. Mr. Coldwell got down to 
facts instead of fancy and 
among other instances stifled 
one of the pet cries of the Social 
Credit-ers by saying:

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WEEKLY LETTER 

DIPPING SHEEP 

All sheep on the Station were 
dipped her e last week and in 
view of the importance that 
obviously is attached to this 
annual event sheep clipping has 
been selected as the topic for 
this week’s letter. The main 
purpose in dipping sheep here 
is t D destroy ticks. These are a 
kind of wingless fly and are in 
fact not a true tick but which 
are it seems attracted to sheep 
like fleas are to a dog and they 
are undoubtedly a good deal 
more harmful for th e reason 
they are a blood sucking paras 
ite and can and do cause great 
distress to sheep and even 
teath if left uncontrolled. A 
sheep infested with ticks makes 
very slow gains and th e wool 
is much damaged. 

Dipping is the effective and 
practical means of controlling 
ticks and at this Station a re¬ 
gular vat is used. Formerly 
when the Station flock number 
ed 50 sheep or less a small gal 
vanized tank served very well. 
When seen from the side this 
tank appears somewhat like a 
deep bath tub that slopes at 
one end and is square at the 
other. It measures 8 feet along 
the top and 4 feet wide at the 
botom. From the end the tank 
is somewhat “V” shaped in 
that it is 24 inches wide at the 
top, is 3.5 feet deep and only 8 
inches wid e at the bottom. 
Wihen in use it is dug in almost 
level with th e ground and be¬ 
sides trenches on either side of 

th® tank for the uttendant» a 
place is made for a fire to keep 
the dipping solution warm. In 
dipping in this small tank each 
sheep was immersed, feet up, 
and hejd in the solution for 
one half minute. 

For a flock of 100 sheep or 
more the small dipping tank is 
inadequate and a regular dipp¬ 
ing vat is essential. The on e at 
this Station is very satisactory 
It consits of a wooden vat 30 
feet long, 26 inches wid e at the 
top, 6 feet deep and 11 inches 
wide at th e bottom. All but 
the top foot of the vat is below 
ground level. This vat holds 
1230 gallons when filled to 5 
feet 1045 gallons to 4.5 feet, 
729 gallons to 3.5 feet and 
590 gallons when filled to 3 
feet. In estimating th e quant¬ 
ity of dip needed one gallon 
is allowed for each sheep. In 
swimming the length of the vat 
each sheep takes up enough dip 
to kill any ticks it may be carry 
mg and with the narro w vat the 
sheep are prevented from turn 
ing back une e they hav e start¬ 
ed to swim through, while the 
narrow bottom of the vat re¬ 
duces the amount of unused 


solution to a minimum. 

At th e plunging end of the 
vat is a round corral 12 feet 
in diameter. Two gates attach 
ed to a post in the center are 
used to crowd and hold the 
sheep near the vat where they 
arc shoved in. 

At th e other end of the vat 
are t wo draining pens each 12 
feet squar e and provided with 
l>oard floors that drain into the 
vat. Dip from the dipped sheep 
drains back into the vat and is 
nof wasted. A gently sloping 
runway with plenty of cross pie 
ces makes it easy for the sheep 
to get out of the vat and slats 
in the floor at the landing and 
also at the outlet gates prevent 
slipping. 

At this Station an arsenic sol 
ution is used for dipping. Other 
preparations are recommended 
but some do not kill the larvae. 
Sheep are never dipped after 
1 o clock in the afternoon to 
give them time to dry off be¬ 
fore night.
